The stronger an earthquake 
Is the more rare Us occnrtcnce, 
and vice versa, Imt this gen- 
erally recognized regularity la 
not typical of some regions due 
lo variations in geostruchiTe. 
Three-quarters of eailhquakes 
on this planet occur in the 
Pacifle basin, says N. Sushkov, 
leading seismologist at the 
PaclEc Oceanological Institute 
of (he Far Easlern Research Cen- 
ire of the USSR Academy of Sci- 
ences. We have conducted a se- . 
ties of studies of'Selsmlc activity 
In the Sea of .lapan, the East-Chl-

In (lie tenth Hve-yeor plan, 
thanks to Innovative proposals 
and liiveiitlons, the USSR 
managed to save 19,000 million 
roubles. 

The significance of developing 
labour saving teebnotogy In- 
creases all Ibe lime. This pro- 
cess has a very Important social 
aspect, since work should be 
producilve but not exhausllve. 
In addition, the USSR suffers 
from a lack ol bands. The prob- 
lem of ellmloaUng manual 
labour Is theiefore given prior- 
ity In this country.
